Romulus School Board recognized

Pinnacle and the Oakley Reservation’ 


Beginning next week, the Ro¬ 
mulus Roman will provide a three- 
part analysis of Wayne County’s 
“Pinnacle” development south of 
the Detroit International Airport 
based on the submission it made to 
the state requesting the project be 
designated as a “Smart Park.” 

In a letter dated Dec. 4, 2000 
from Assistant County Executive 
Dewitt J. (Dewey) Henry, Romulus 
Mayor William Oakley was in¬ 
formed, for the first time, that the 
county was applying for “Smart 
Park’ status under state legislation 
passed in late 1999. 

The county submitted a “draft” 
proposal to the Michigan Econom¬ 
ic Development Corporation 
(MEDC) on October 16,2000 which 
listed the City of Romulus and 
Huron Township as “partners” al¬ 
though, at least Romulus, had nei¬ 
ther been consulted nor informed 
of that designation. In the Dec. 4 
letter, Henry said the county had 
deliberately delayed notification to 
the city until after the November 
local election. No reason for the 
delay was given.In a letter dated 
two days later (Dec. 6th), Henry re¬ 
quested an appearance before the 


Romulus City Council to obtain ap¬ 
proval of a resolution of support 
the county had drafted. State law 
requires a declaration of suppoit 
from the communities involved be¬ 
fore awarding the Smart Park des- 
ignatioa Henry stated that the res¬ 
olution of support of the project 
had to be forwarded to the MEDC 
by 1231/00. 

Among other things, the county 
resolution asked the council to 
commit to supporting, “modifica¬ 
tions to its master plan and zoning 
ordinance to complement the 
needs of the Pinnacle” Mayor Oak¬ 
ley added the following language 
to a revised version: “provided 
those modifications are consistent 
with the goals, objectives and 
needs of the City, as determined by 
the City” (emphasis added). 

The revised resolution was 
adopted at the Dec. 11th council 
meeting on a 5-1 vote with Council¬ 
man Wadsworth voting no. Coun- 
cilwoman Romak did not attend 
the meeting 

TVvo days later, the Huron Town¬ 
ship Board approved the resolu¬ 
tion drafted by the county without 
change, by a 5-2 vote. 


Council Approves 134 New Homes

At its January 8th meeting, the 
Romulus City Council gave unani¬ 
mous final approval to a site plan 
for 134 new single family resi¬ 
dences to be built in the city 

The Highland Development 
Company of Farmington Hills was 
granted final approval for the first 
phase of its planned development 
on the north side of Pennsylvania 
Avenue between Middlebelt and 
Inkster roads. 

To be known as The High¬ 
lands of Romulus, the project will 
ultimately entail 209 single family 
lots, 150 townhouses, a cluster of 
72 attached single family resi¬ 
dences, a day care center and 
some commercial uses. 

The steel frame homes will 


range from 1,500 to 2,800 square 
feet and a price range from 
$179,000 to $206,000 or more. Lot 
sizes will vary from 2,100 to 21,000 
square feet 

All of the homes in this first 
phase are located in the Wood- 
haven School District, however a 
majority of the total project will 
be in the Romulus School District 

The builder expects to have 
models available for inspection as 
early as June or July of this year. 
The council’s action will allow 
construction to begin almost im¬ 
mediately. 

The council also approved 
grading for the day care and com¬ 
mercial sites, but the company 
will have to come back to the 
council for final approval of the 
actual construction.

Metro World 
finally yields 
cash - $250,000 

At last Monday’s council meet¬ 
ing, Mayor William Oakley an¬ 
nounced the city will be receiving 
in excess of $250,000 as a result of 
the purchase of some 88 plus 
acres of property north of 1-94 on 
Vining Road by a potential devel¬ 
oper 

The payment results from an 
agreement the mayor negotiated 
with the owner after a proposed 
$20 million TIFA bond issue 
arranged by the previous admin¬ 
istration fell through. 

The agreement calls for the 
owner to pay the city $3,000 per 
acre for each of the 700 hundred 
acres he sells from his Metro 
World holdings. 

The previous administration 
had installed infrastructure and 
roads (including the notorious 
“road to nowhere”) in the Metro 
World acreage at a cost in excess 
of $10 million. Under the previous 
agreement the only recovery by 
the city would have been through 
increased property taxes as the 
property was developed. 

Under the Oakley negotiated 
agreement, the city stands to col¬ 
lect $2.1 million in addition to the 
higher tax revenue as the proper¬ 
ty is sold and developed. 

King disciple to speak 
at Romulus High School 

Martin Luther King Day will 
be celebrated at Romulus High 
School this Monday when Dr.

Many stu¬ 
dents have chosen to make this “a 
day on and a day off” meaning af¬ 
ter the assembly they will be in¬ 
volved in community service pro¬ 
jects.

Doug Wicklund has been at¬ 
tempting to start his Romulus 
business for a dozen years. Most 
entrepreneurs would have fold- 
ed-up shop and left town after a 
dozen months. Not Wicklund. 
He’s still here, trying. 

Verlie Wilhide, R.P Lilly and 
Debbie Romak have been equal¬ 
ly persistant The trio, along with 
others that have come and gone 
over the 12-year stretch have op¬ 
posed Wicklund at every turn. 
Their efforts have taken a major 
turn for the worse. 

On January 17, a final (so they 
say) public hearing (there have 
been more than two dozen) will 
be held in Romulus High School 
at 7 p.m. At this time opponents 
of Wicklund’s Environmental 
Disposal Service’s (EDS) pro¬ 
posed deepwell will have one fi¬ 
nal say. 

Many, however, call the hear¬ 
ing a formality. State officials are 
required to accept comments and 
requests pending final considera¬ 
tion of a draft construction per¬ 
mit A formality, they say, because 
the Michigan Department of En¬ 
vironmental Quality (MDEQ) is¬ 
sued a permit to EDS last month 
that will allow the company to 
build above ground storage tanks 
to hold and treat contaminants. 

Deepwell technology allows, 
once the hazardous waste conta¬ 
minants are treated, for the 
waste to be pumped into wells 
that have been drilled nearly a 
mile underground. 

The MDEQ approval came on 
the heals of a Site Review Board 
recommendation that the project 
not proceed. The Site Review 
Board, empaneled in 1999, 
“failed to take an objective view 
at the onset of the review process 
and polarized (the Site Review 
Board,” according to a statement 
issued by the State. 

Additionally, the State claimed 
the Site Review Board “did not 
provide a defensible basis for de¬ 
nial.” Instead the State said, the 
Board got waylaid by local envi¬ 
ronmentalists opposing the pro¬ 
ject and side issues that were not 
part of their review. 

But than again, this project 
has been an emotional one from 
day one, with lawsuits flying from 
both sides of the aisle. At one 
point EDS had sued the City of 
Romulus and all its elected offi-

cials for $100,000,000. 

Since its inception in 1989, 
Romulus residents have been bit¬ 
terly divided by the project Wil¬ 
hide co-founded Romulus Envi¬ 
ronmentalists Care About People 
(RECAP) and was joined by Lilly 
and Romak to form a very local 
and formidable foe to EDS. 
Volatile council meetings became 
the norm, as well opponents 
filled the council chambers citing 
over and over their opposition to 
the well. Romak, eventually was 
elected to City Council. 

RECAP and others oppose 
the well because they claim the 
project is sure to create health 
risks and possible environmental 
damage. They point to other 
deepwells in the U.S., and claim 
they have spotty safety records. 

Wicklund, on the other hand, 
says that deepwell technology 
has proven safe over years of use. 
He claims his technology if envi¬ 
ronmentally safer than most be¬ 
cause it keeps pollutants from be¬ 
ing dumped into lakes and 
streams. 

Barring a shocking revelation 
at the January 17 public hearing, 
expect Wicklund to begin con¬ 
struction this spring. Having seen 
three U.S. presidents come and 
go while waiting for approval, 
Wicklund is understandably anx¬ 
ious to see his business generate 
revenue.

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State grant to ilund local recreation, park improvements

The City of Wayne will receive 
a $30,000 grant to help fund the 
purchase of recreational equip¬ 
ment in the Louis Savage 
Garfield Park. 

The grant approval was an¬ 
nounced by newly-elected State 
Representative Jim A. Plakas, a 
Democrat from Garden City 
whose 17th District includes the 
cities of Wayne, Inkster, Garden 
City and a small portion of West¬ 


Wayne to receive $30,000 for parks 


land. 

Plakas stated that the grant 
has been approved by the De¬ 
partment of Natural Resources 
(DNR) under the local recreation 
portion of the Clean Michigan 
Initiative (CMI). Wayne was one 
of 48 communities approved to 
receive over $12 million in CMI- 
Recreation Bond grant funds. 

“Much of the credit for this 


award goes to former State Rep¬ 
resentative Tom Kelly for his 
work on shepherding this project 
through the process,” Plakas 
said. 

Plakas explained that the 
$30,000, plus $50,000 in local 
matching funds, will be used to 
develop Garfield Park to include 
playground equipment picnic ta¬ 
bles, park benches, a paved sur¬ 


face for various types of recre 1 
ational use, landscaping and 
fencing along the western bound¬ 
ary of the park. 

“This project was one of 250 
proposals received by the DNR 
that requested over $51 million 
in grant money,” Plakas added. 
“The selections were made by a 
scoring model and geographic 
distribution written in state law.” 


The CMI Recreation Bond 
program was made possible by 
the State Legislature, the gover¬ 
nor and the voters of Michigan 
with the passage of Proposal C in 
November 1998. 

Under this program, the state 
provides grant dollars to local 
units of governments for the de¬ 
velopment of indoor and outdoor 
recreation facilities to meet the 


needs of communities across 
Michigan. 

The grants approved repre¬ 
sent the fourth and final round of 
grants under this program, taking 
the amount of local grant funds 
under the CMI Recreation Bond 
to over $48 million. 

Sometime in the spring or ear¬ 
ly summer of 2001, grants for the 
48 communities will be issued 
under appropriation of funds by 
the Legislature.

If they can't come up with 
the money, then their brokers can sell their stocks immediately — possibly at a big loss. Under some margin agreements, 
brokers don't even need to contact clients before selling their stocks. 

If you're an investor, you won't have to worry about margin calls or the other problems that afflict speculators. There's 
nothing glamorous about slow-and-steady investing. But, over the long term, it may be the key to helping you reach your

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Everyone wants to dump 
trash in Western Wayne 


Beyond the new housing subdivi¬ 
sions, the green green golf courses, and 
the quaint little downtowns, the spectre 
of bigger and greater garbage deposits 
always seems to loom in Western Wayne 
County. 

People that make garbage their busi¬ 
ness have congregated in Western 
Wayne since the early 1970’s because 
our deep layers of impermeable clay are 
ideal for garbage deposits. Some area’s 
have their prisons, others huge power 
plants, but in Western Wayne, landfills 
and garbage reign supreme as the most 
undesirable industry in the area. 

In a span of one week residents of 
this area can weigh-in with their opin¬ 
ions at two public hearings, while a 
third landfill began accepting trash 
from Canada. 

In Van Buren Township, residents 
are being asked to give their views on an 
application by owners of Wayne Dispos¬ 
al to add an additional 2.89 million cu¬ 
bic yards of hazardous waste into their 
nearly full landfill off of 1-94. 

In order to create the additional 
space needed to contain the hazardous 
waste, Environmental Quality Co., own¬ 
ers of Wayne Disposal, are proposing 
they build on top of the current landfill 
and create a new cell, or container for 
waste. Company officials claim this is a 
common practice at many landfills and 
residents should not be alarmed. 

City of Romulus residents are also 
being asked to attend a public hearing, 
albeit their comments probably will not 
change the State’s conclusion that Envi¬ 
ronmental Disposal Services (EDS) can 
begin construction of a mile-long deep- 
well. When completed, hazardous 
wastes will be processed and then in¬ 


jected into 
the well, lo¬ 
cated where 
else, but a 
few miles 
down 1-94 
from » the 
aforemen¬ 
tioned land¬ 
fill. 

Ironically, while citizens and politi¬ 
cians are thrashing about the idea of 
adding on to one landfill, and creating a 
deepwell for more hazardous wastes, 
the first of thousands of garbage trucks 
from Toronto were dumping their trash 
at Carleton Farms, the controversial 
Sumpter Township landfill. 

Canadians expect to dump 735,000 
tons of trash in southeast Michigan this 
year. Over 285,000 tons will be deposited 
in Carleton Farms, with the remainder 
in another nearby landfill-Superior 
Township’s Arbor Hills. 

As citizens there is little we can do 
about any of this. The EQ proposal will 
ultimately be decided by the State and 
the Environmental Protection Agency. 
Van Buren Township has been good 
enough to provide a forum at which we 
can at least vent our complaints. 

Likewise, the EDS deepwell, which 
has been proposed for a dozen years, 
and has endured protests from many of 
us for many years, appears to have been 
decided by the State. This final hearing 
is only a formality in which to hear citi¬ 
zens and opponents voice their displea¬ 
sure one more time. 

The best we can hope for is that the 
State has our best interests at heart, 
when they allow these projects to pro¬ 
ceed.

I was forty-five minutes 
late to a one hour, very im¬ 
portant, very critical meet¬ 
ing last Friday. It was imper¬ 
ative I be there on time. No, 
that’s not quite right; it was 
imperative I be there early. 
Knowing this, I phoned 
ahead to the office at which 
the meeting was to be held 
to ask specific directions to 
get there so there wouldn’t 
be any delay-making mix- 
ups. 

I called and spoke to the 
man and found him to be 
very nice, amenable, affable, 
helpful .knowledgeable with 
directions. I wrote his in¬ 
structions down and repeat¬ 
ed them back just to be sure 
I had heard everything right. 
I had. And away I went leav¬ 
ing good friend Sharon in 
charge of my two youngest 
children who happened to 
not have school that day. 

I backed out of the drive¬ 
way, drove the little section 
of my street to the quiet in¬ 
tersection, turned left and 
noticed the time on the clock 
in the van. If I were to make 
it in time to be, for once in 
my life, considered early, a 
very critical thing that day, 
very, very critical, I’d have 
to move along. The roads 
were clear, the sun was shin¬ 
ing, nobody else on the road, 
I pressed on the gas pedal 
with purpose. Evidently too 
much purpose. I was not 
even a mile away from my 
driveway when it happened, 
when I became a common 
criminal. The law was after 
me. Lights flashing and 
everything. I obediently and 
very guiltily pulled off to the 
side of the road. 

The last time that’d hap¬

to his office. I approached 
the last busy intersection, 
the one I was to turn right 
on, and had to wait, smushed 
hopes and all, through three 
lights. This was getting ever 
smushier. 

I drove on the roads and 
to the places exactly as I was 
told. No such street, no such 
address, no such building. I 
stopped and asked, twice. To 
no avail. Nobody knew any¬ 
thing. 

Finally, on a wing and a 
prayer and an instinct, I 
traveled down the road in 
the opposite direction. So 


far in fact I traveled through 
that one busy intersection 
again. And sure enough, 
there stood the building. At 
10:40 a.m.. It looked as if its 
arms were folded, if build¬ 
ings could have arms, and its 
foot was tapping and its 
tongue was clucking. I was 
quite sure it was doing all of 
that when I reached the 
floor, the hallway, the office, 
the meeting site. At 10:45, I 
tapped on the meeting room 
door and gently, sheepishly, 
common-criminally, in tears, 
entered. I hung my head in 
shame, guilt, troubles — I 
was so late, I’d just received 
my first ticket in twenty 
years, there were terrible 
ice dams in my gutters at 
home making water drips all 
over the carpet, my third 
grader’s brand new back¬ 
pack gave way just before 
school so I gave him a gro¬ 
cery bag to make do and it 
tore all down the side as he 
boarded the bus, I just now 
stepped in a snow bank get¬ 
ting to this place and my 
sock was full of snow. 

The man greeted me and 
had me take a seat, and then 
he apologized for giving bad 
directions. I settled in the 
chair, wiped my tears away, 
took my coat off, and then, 
only then, did I look up. And 
it was then I noticed a dog 
sitting under the man’s desk 
- it was a seeing eye dog, the 
man was blind. I was in a 
meeting with a man who was 
blind. And you know what? 
It didn’t take me too long to 
figure out he wasn’t the only 
blind one there. 


After an incredible eight- 
year boom, they’re finally 
mentioning the R-word. 

Though signs of an eco¬ 
nomic slow down had sur¬ 
faced in the fall, few would 
risk even whispering the 
word “recession” for fear of 
jinxing the good times. 

But then Christmas retail 
sales were slow, Oldsmobile 
shut down, and Montgomery 
Ward closed its doors for 
good. 

All the while I thought 
that these reversals were 
symptoms of a correction. 

But Tuesday’s news has 
me thinking that something 
serious is afoot. 

The news, announced by 
the Building Industry Asso¬ 
ciation of Southeastern 
Michigan, is that only 423 
single-family homes were 
built in Canton in 2000. 

That’s half the number 
built every year during the 
hammering nineties. 

As a Canton resident, new 
subdivisions are the back¬ 
ground of my life. For years 
I’ve driven down Ford, 
Beck, Lilley, and Geddess 
and tracked the acreage of¬ 
ferings, the construction ma¬ 
chinery, disappearing farms 
and woodlands, the model 
homes, the new subs, the 
strips that follow the subs 
like carrion birds, and the 
road widenings justified by 
the strips. 

Coming from Oakland 
County, where growth was, 
in some cities and town¬ 
ships, relatively controlled 
by preservation ordinances 


County gambles on good times 


Most economists and private 
industry forecasters will tell you 
that any projections past two 
years in the future are pretty 
shaky and depend entirely on the 
assumptions folded into the pro¬ 
jections. 

Politicians at the county level 
(as well as the national level) are 
promising and spending for pro¬ 
grams assuming that the current 
good times will last for the next 
ten to thirty years. 

Wayne County, for instance, 
has dipped into the bond money 
voters authorized to finance two 
stadiums in Detroit to the tune of 
$50 million. The money is being 
used to purchase property and for 
other purposes on the “Pinnacle” 
project, a development just south 
of Metro airport. County officials 
project that the “tourist tax” (a 



tax on rental cars) will generate 
$160 million more than needed to 
pay off the stadium bonds. The 
projection assumes the economic 
climate conducive to tourism in 
the area will continue over the 
thirty-year life of the bonds. 

The county is also buying prop¬ 
erty along the corridor between 
Metro and Willow Run airports 
for development by the county. 
The rationale is that it will create 
jobs in the area, but the county 
expects to make a profit on the 
sale and lease of the properties it 


acquires (reportedly some will be 
by condemnation). 

County politicians are not the 
only ones betting on continued 
good times. Both presidential 
candidates have plans for spend¬ 
ing a huge “projected surplus” 
over the next ten years. Congres¬ 
sional Republicans and Vice- 
President Gore both say they 
would put Social Security sur¬ 
pluses in a "lockbox.” 

The problem is the only thing 
in the lockboxes (trust funds) are 
IOU’s (treasury bonds) that will 
have to be redeemed with non-So- 
cial Security taxes beginning in 
2012. (That’s why they talk about 
“ten year” plans.) 

When we have the inevitable 
economic downturn, a lot of gov¬ 
ernment programs will be in a 
world of hurt. 



and deliberate planning, I 
was shocked to the extent 
that the township aban¬ 
doned its fate to developers’ 
profit calculations — at least 
until Cherry Hill Village was 
conceived. 

But putting quality judg¬ 
ments of Canton’s sprawl 
aside, there’s no denying the 
smell of money it has oozed 
for 10 years. 

Not only are the tracts of 
large new homes on Canton’s 
west side visibly crowding 
retention ponds, but new 
construction provides a sig¬ 
nificant amount of jobs, al¬ 
most 100,000 in a 30-mile ra¬ 
dius of Canton. Employment 
in the construction trades 
was so good that high school 
students were instantly 
hired from the area’s voca¬ 
tional schools. 

Besides the construction 
jobs, businesses opened to 
supply the new homes with 
hardware, furniture, and 
landscaping. Bureaucratic 
jobs in government and 
schools increased to serve 
and manage the growing 
population. Supermarkets 
popped up to feed the mass¬ 
es. Bump and automotive 
shops moved in to feed off 
Ford Road congestion and 
long commutes. 


But the halving of new 
home construction, due to 
rising mortgage rates, rising 
energy costs, and the sput¬ 
tering economy, threatens to 
play havoc with life in Can¬ 
ton. 

Township board meetings 
will no longer feature pa¬ 
rades of developers seeking 
site plan approvals for mon¬ 
ster subdivisions. Already, 
established developers are 
letting options go on Canton 
property. Vocational school 
kids will no longer have lu¬ 
crative after-school jobs. 

Purchases of large luxury 
cars and exotic vacations 
will slow down. Many people 
will have to stay at home. 
Many will learn thrift. 

At first, optimism will re¬ 
main. Nobody expects the 
downturn to last. 

A stockbroker told me to 
buy the dip. 

A government official told 
me that the Fed has the situ¬ 
ation under control and that 
the economy will come roar¬ 
ing back. 

Let’s hope so. 

But I had wished that the 
downturn had come before 
the Canton Township Board 
and presidential elections so 
solutions could have been 
debated in advance. 

Now our fate is in the 
hands of people we elected 
because of the permanent 
good times. 

We had good times. But 
with the mention of the R- 
word, it seems that we will 
need good luck.

Mr. Neal needs to under¬ 
stand that it was a majority of tax¬ 
payers in this city that voted to have 
the recall; however, the majority of 
citizens did not vote for Mr. Neal to 
have a vehicle that costs the citizens 


roughly what the recall election cost 
Or course Mr Neal does not mention 
this as the vehicle only benefits him 
and not the majority of citizens, while 
the majority of citizens feel that the 
recall benefited this city. I am left 
wondering what his point is. Mr Neal 
makes accusations, but never offers 
anything to substantiate them. Mr. 
Neal is very well versed in making 
veiled insults, as he chooses to mis¬ 
pronounce peoples names in an in¬ 
sulting if not childish manner. I can 
only draw that as he does riot seem to 
be hard of hearing, these are people 
who have been very public this last 
year He appears to be literate. What 
other reason could he have to contin¬ 
ually mispronounce names and use 
words he has to know are insulting 9 
Mr Neal complained that one citi¬ 
zen was permitted to speak twice, yet 
he takes and is granted the privilege 
to rebut each and every time his 
name is mentioned in regard to his 
comments and behavior as a citizen, 
not a department head Mr. Neal 


states that people involved with the 
recall makes threats towards council 
members, yet he takes the privilege 
to berate Mr. Stottlemyer for exercis¬ 
ing his right to his opinion and for 
daring to question an item on the 
Voucher. I absolutely defend Mr. 
Neal's right to speak, but I would ex¬ 
pect that he would be a little more 
concerned with his credibility and at 
the very least offer evidence to back 
up his claims. With his words he 
claims to support a democracy, but 
his actions speak otherwise. His ac¬ 
tions speak more towards the support 
of a dictatorship in which the people 
dare not question, dare not complain, 
and dare not take action in changing 
the status quo. 

With regards to our mayor, what is 
his name? Oh yes, Mr. Thomas. It has 
been so long since I have seen him I 
almost forgot what he looks like. In 
Mr Thomas’ past mayoral elections, I 
whole heartedly supported him. I 
supported him because he seemed 
like “one of the people.” I liked him 


because he appeared to care about 
accountability. I liked his institution 
of “Town Hall Meetings,” and neigh¬ 
borhood walks. Perhaps our real 
mayor was abducted by aliens and 
we are left with this changeling This 
would at least explain his actions, or 
rather, his inactions.

I am very excited about the future 
of our city. I think that the recall has 
done so many positive things beyond 
taking a stand against tyranny. I have 
become acquainted with some amaz¬ 
ing and intelligent people. They have 
inspired me to be a better citizen. 
These people worked so hard to¬ 
wards a positive change, sacrificing 
their personal lives to secure a better 
future for the citizenry. This was a 
historical event This was the “Boston 
Tea Party,” and I feel so privileged to 
know some of these people. 

This being said, I want to also 
state that I will not support or stand 
with anyone whothreatens a recall 
against seated council members sim¬ 
ply because as an individual they did 
not get the decision they wanted. I 
think it can go to an extreme when 
questions become accusations, accu¬ 
sations are taken as facts without the 


backup to substantiate them. I think 
Mr. Gracin offers an excellent exam¬ 
ple on the right way to present your¬ 
self. Despite all that has been thrown 
at him and his family, he has never 
taken it to a personal level. I am 
proud to stand behind Mr. Gracin. I 
will stand and support anyone who 
serves to simply remind our govern¬ 
ment that our eyes are finally open, 
and we do not want politics as usual 
Westland style. 

In closing, I want to say that the 
recall election was money well spent 
I hope that future politicians remem¬ 
ber what has happened here in this 
last year. I hope they remember the 
issues that the people have stated are 
important to them. I hope they re¬ 
member that it is our money they are 
spending and do so wisely. Above all, 
I hope they remember where to place 
accountability in their list of priori¬ 
ties.

Bengal, Vizon, Terra Cross 
appeal to younger drivers 


One display area you 
will not want to miss when 
you visit the North Ameri¬ 
can International Auto 
Show (NAIAS), is General 
Motors. GM has put togeth¬ 
er an impressive array of 
concept vehicles with a 
company-wide commit¬ 
ment to attract younger 
buyers. 

The once-stodgy Buick 
Division will display a 
sleekly sculpted roadster 
they call the Buick Bengal. 
This convertible has a hid¬ 
den rear seat that allows 
for up to four passengers, a 
high-performance power- 
train and Star Wars-like 
voice activated controls. 

But it is under the 
hood, that makes the Ben¬ 
gal like no automobile 
we’ve ever seen. Called 
“wheels forward” architec¬ 
ture, a six-speed transmis¬ 
sion has been placed be¬ 
hind the engine block, in¬ 
stead of in front like other 
vehicles. The cleverly 


placed transmission allows 
the wheels of the front-dri¬ 
ve Bengal to be pushed to 
the far comers of the car. 

The interior sports 
generous amounts of 
leather. What appears to 
be a two-seat roadster, ac¬ 
tually has a third door be¬ 
hind the driver’s door and 
a retractable tonneau cov¬ 
er that reveals seating for 
two additional passengers. 
Seats are leather and 
leather inserts grace the 
wood steering wheel.. 

A supercharged 3.4- 
liter V6 engine that gener¬ 
ates 250 horsepower can 
be found under the hood. 

Maybe the most inter¬ 
esting concept vehicle GM 
will display is the GMC 
TerraCross. This vehicle is 
an SUY pick-up and five- 
seat convertible all in one. 
The covertible part is in¬ 
teresting in that the roof’s 
three glass segments can 
move to various positions 
allowing for passengers to 


enjoy one-third, two-thirds 
or total convertible experi¬ 
ence. 

Another roof configu¬ 
ration allows for the seg¬ 
ments to slide totally for¬ 
ward creating an open car¬ 
go bed. A reconfigurable 
mid-gate offer’s additional 
flexibility, allowing the ve¬ 
hicle to be completely 
closed or to open to back to 
create an open cargo box. 

What’s more the front 
passenger seat swivels, 
transforming the inside of 
the vehicle into a conversa¬ 
tion pit for tailgate parties. 

Up front the vehicle is 
equipped with an integrat¬ 
ed laptop computer that al¬ 
lows the front-seat passen¬ 
ger to dial-up the internet 
while on the road.

Cars and trucks are be¬ 
coming far more compli¬ 
cated. There are more fea¬ 
tures and accessories than 
ever, and that’s not going to 
change. In fact it’s going to 
get worse. Several 
decades ago, adding a ra¬ 
dio to an automobile was 
controversial. 

Now, there are all soils 
of gizmos and gadgets to 
tinker around with. Some 
of the are wonderful con¬ 
venience features. Others 
are far more annoying 
than pleasing, and many of 
them can go either way de¬ 
pending on how well the 
automaker integrates them 
into the vehicle. 

Here are some of the 
items that Consumer Re¬ 
view love to hate, or just 
love. You be the judge! 
COMPACT DISC 
PLAYERS: 

Love: Changers or single 
disc-players in the dash. 
They are simple and easy 
to use. 

Hate: Changers in the 
trunk or anywhere else in 
the car. This means that 


you have to stop the car, get 
out and go to the trunk just 
because you want to here 
different music. Worst of¬ 
fender Mercedes Benz. 
One would think for that 
kind of money, they could 
simply put it in the dash! 
FOLDING/ 

REMOVABLE SEATS: 

Love: Seats that can be 
folded away completely 
flat. Some which include 
the Honda Odyssey, Mazda 
MPV, and the Mitsubishi 
Montero. As you can see, 
only a few. 

Hate: Seats that are just 
plain difficult to fold or 
don’t leave a flat load floor 
Many require you to raise 
the seat cushion, then re¬ 
move the headrests before 
folding. Some of them 
don’t even have storage for 
the removed headrest. 
There are plenty of offend- 
prs hprp 

WINDOW SWITCHES: 

Love: Window switches 


by the windows.- That’s 
simply where they should 
always be! The one-touch 
switch is an improvement 
upon this idea. Common is 
a single push to lower the 
driver’s window. Better yet 
though, is a single push 
and all of the windows can 
go up or down. BMW was 
the first brand to let you 
raise or lower windows 
and convertible top with a 
keyless remote. Now that’s 
convenience. 

Hate: Window switches 
on the center console. 
Why in the world should 
your hand have to move in 
the opposite direction 
from what you want to 
open or close? It makes no 
sense, except it saves a bit 
of extra cost for wiring. 
DOOR HANDLES: 

Love: Handles. Real 
handles. The kind that you 
can grab overhand or un¬ 
derhand and just pull. 
Easy. Simple. 

Hate: Flaps that act as 
handles. You can only get 
to them from one direction 
and that can be hard if 
your other hand is occu¬ 
pied. Most offensive are 
the ones that Nissan uses 
on SUV’s. Those are small¬ 
er, harder to reach, and 
sideways to make them 
even tougher to use. I just 
wonder how many finger¬ 
nails have been broken 
this way? 

SATELLITE 

NAVIGATION: 

Love: Being able to find 


your way easily and direct¬ 
ly. Touch screens seem to 
be the best since they allow 
some much versatility of 
function. It’s just a matter 
of what you do with the 
screen when you’re not 
navigating, which is most 
of the time. 

Hate: Navigation sys¬ 
tems can be so hard to use, 
it seems to save more time 
just to stop and ask for di¬ 
rections. Also, the OnStar 
system in some models 
have been recalled due to 
them draining your battery. 
I have personally had the 
problem with my Chevro¬ 
let Yukon Denali. That 
had to disconnect my On- 
Star system. 

GRAB HANDLES: 

Love: Love them. Great 
idea! Great for the passen¬ 


ger when the driver gets a 
little bit exuberant on a 
winding road. 

Hate: Looking for a 
place to grab, and not find¬ 
ing it. When a designer 
forgets to add such a fea¬ 
ture, you have to wonder if 
they have ever been in an 
automobile. 

STEERING WHEEL 
CONTROLS: 

Love: Basic, well-de¬ 
fined buttons to control 
just a few features. Usual¬ 
ly the radio and tempera¬ 
ture are enough. 

Hate: When the au¬ 
tomakers put on so many 
buttons with cryptic sym¬ 
bols that have many func¬ 
tions. This gets so compli¬ 
cated it’s far easier to use 
the controls on the dash¬ 
board, completely elimi¬ 
nating the value of having 
controls on the steering 
wheel. 

Again, Mercedes is a big 
culprit here.
